ODSCONDITION THEN. 


Many of you can easily recall our con- 


dition six years since. We then met for 
worship on the same spot where we are 
gathered to-day, but the surroundings 
wen very different. Our house was old, 
uninviting and often uncomfortable; but 
nothing disrespectfnl must be said of it, 
for tfbont It gather yet many sacred mem- 
ories that will be cherished 
forever.— 


There were on our church book the names 
of about one hundred aud sixty pcrsuus 
who were or had been members of tbia 
church and who were still living in tbis 
community. 
In our Sunday school there 


were teven teachers and about sixty 
scholars. Such a thing as an official 
meeting, to look after the interests of the 
church in a common sense and business- 
like manner, as far as possible, bad never 
been suggested, not even in dreams.

able to replace the old house by tbe pleas- 
ant, inviting and comfortable 
one iu 


which we are now assembled. 
Civilized 


society has certain feelings and tastes 
that the church should satisfy, is possi- 
ble. B«sides,as the possession of a hand- 
some home cultivates within the owner 
permanent and good habits, so the pos- 
session of a good house for public wor- 
ship impresses upon a community ideas 
of stability and usefulness, both essential 
to the growth of any congregation. Dur- 
ing these six years 83 persons have con- 
fessed their faith iu Christ and been bap- 
tized here; 86 have united by letter and 


fully what we have done in these six swift 
flying years. 


OUR PRESENT CONDITION. 


Whether there be any difference in the 


standing and influence of our church in 
this city now and then, I leave you to 
determine the fact and its size. It has 
been my aim to cultivate you in the high- 
est and broadest Christian life and tbe 
strongest Christian character. To be a 
sectarian and parrot the party shibboleth, 
is easy; to be a Christian and stand 
bravely always and everywhere for God 
and troth, is difficult. As widely do they 
diB'cr*the selfish partisan and the true 
patriot. I have taught and urged you to 
stick to this church, and have invited 
others to unite wttb.it because Us position 
is infallible. This sounds both presump- 
tuous ami conceited, but it is true. If 
any one wishes the proofs, they are at 
hand and will be forthcoming. A living 
faith in the Christ, and a loving loyalty to 
His authority, will lead every soul to the 
climes of immortality. Whatever of re- 
ligious growth in Christ has attended our 
struggles has come of straightforward, 
common sense Gospel work. We have

If any fall out of the way, or if any deter- 
mine to play the pait of Judas by betray- 
ing the dear Savior who died for them, 
for a paltry, miserable pittance, why we 
can't help it, but we will never cousc to 
love, labor and pray for them as long us 
we both live. The body of this church 
has set out for heaven, aud by Cod's grace, 
we are going there, though "we be com- 
pelled to light the world, the llc&h, and 
Ike devil at every step.

During this time our 


church and Sunday School has raised and 
paid not leas than $15°6oO. This is a 
raott excellent result, considering the lim- 
ited circumstances of our comparatively 
small membership, the turning of the 
financial tide in 1&73 and the commercial 
disaster and depression that succeeded, 
striking us with special force; and the ad- 
dditional fact that we, like all churches, 
have had a few members, who propose to 
swindle the Lord out of his due and dead- 
beat their way to glory. Our Sunday 
school has doubled Us members and quad- 
rupled its efficiency. The ladies of this 
church have organized and still maintain 
a local missionary society as an aid to 
work in the foreign field, which is prov- 
ingal helpful to them as it n commendable 
to our cause. If uiy memory is not at 
fault, there has been tome improvements 
in our congregational singing. 


In addition to these tabulated re- 


sults it should not be forgotten that 
in all general benevolences we have 
borne our full sbare ;' such 
as tbe 


care of the sick, the relief tf the poor, 
general Sunday School work and the 
temperance cause, in the last of which we 
have done as much good work as could 
in reason be expected. That we have 
moulded people's minds and shaped their 
lives, in some measure, for goodness and 
happiness, is a reflection that causes us to 
rejoice to-day. 
Inasmuch as you, my 


brethren, hare been responsible for moat 
of my time for tix years, it is only just to 
say that I have received into the church 
at other places 50 peraons, 30 of these by 
primary obedience to the Gospel.

A wise man oftiuies derives a larger 


benefit from bis mistakes and failuii'sUmn 
from bis successes. Experience is ti dear 
scbool but it is a good one, nud must, peo- 
ple will learn much iu no oilier. Our fail- 
ures, as a church, in the past, very uvaily 
or quite indicate our needs of lo-<lay and 
what must be our aims for the immediate 
future. 
With so much to be commended 


it does seem to me that there is one gre:it 
sin that cries out against us, namely, a 
failure to utilize our material; yes, a fail- 
ure in a conscientious and persistent 
effort to utilize it. At tbis point iny ut- 
terance is not rebuke but entreaty. Why 
should every cue who comes into this 
church bo permitted to follow bis own 
sweet will lo the utmost with no instruct- 
ing effort or restraining influence, or 
almost none, except the pulpit and private 
effort of your minister? A man haasix sous, 
five of whom are industrious and obedient, 
constantly makiiigcomuiendable progress 
in intelligence and manliness; but one is 
indolent and obstinate, persistently disre- 
garding all authority and every rule of 
right. Can the father treat them all alike? 
Would it be right or just is he did? Cer- 
tainly not. No more c&n a church. I will 
not call attention to tbe examples of sin 
and shame tuat bavc disgraced us and 
still cripple our influence. "But what can 
be done?" you ask. I answer, let us in- 
struct, entreat, beacch, admonish and pray 
for, and let these things be done in Christ's 
spirit, and before tbe soul is twice dead to 
all reclaiming influences.

fail, if time fails, and the perverse heart 
determines for ruiu it can but go to its 
own place. Let us know who are mem- 
bers here. 


Work is man's normal condition. Our 


goodness and happiness are conditioned 
upon labor. Satin always finds eomc 
mischief for idle bonds to do is as true in 
the church as in the family ot in society. 
Every Christian needs cbristain work. It 
is better for the disciple than all preach- 
ing or discipline. Draw a line in the 
church between the working and nou- 
working members and upon ouc side you 
will find the we's, the active, the regulars, 
tbe earnest, the praying, the hopeful, tbe 
useful; and on the olher the tbcy's, the in- 
active, the irregulars, the indiflerent, the 
prayerless, the dispairing, the useless. I 
entreat every member of this church do 
not be satisfied to come and bear and go 
from this place in masterly inactivity. 
For Christ's sake and for your own soul's 
sake do something for the prosperily of 
Zion. Let ui« briefly indicate to you bow 
every disciple may find employment. If 
those who should be examples to the Mock 
that is the officers of this church and the 
preachers who belong to it, will do their 
duty (which 1 need not point out to them) 
some of us will perhaps be more active 
than heretofore. 
We need two more 


prayer meetings, one for uur young men, 
and one for our young women. There arc 
from 12 to 20 young men who ought to be 
thus associated for mutual improvement 
in their spiritual lives. What a blessed 
thing it would be to have them gather 
once a fortnight at some private house 
and their meeting conducted by ouc of 
our Deacons. These officers could do 
tbis work if they would. Are not these 
officers and our young men burying their 
'talents in ground? A young ladies meet- 
ing would develop a nobility of character 
and a beauty and usefulness of life tint 
would be as surprising as it is rare. May 
it not be hoped that among the .(o young 
ladies belonging here these will be found 
the purpose to plan aud the will to 
execute such a movement. 


There is no good reason why our Sun- 


day School should not average SCO schol- 
ars month by month, and its efficiency 
be largely increased. Some of our teach- 
ing is slovenly, from a lack of prepara- 
tion of head and heart, and a large num- 
ber of others could do splendid work for 
the Muter here if they would. These op 
portunities will return to us no more 
forever.

The premises have been thoroughly 
disinfected. 


BLOOMINGTON, III., Aug. 4.—This 


evening, a little after 9 o'clock, while 
Aaron Goodfellow, a well-known citizen 
of Bloomington, was returning to his 
residence on East Chestnut street, he 
was attacked by two unknown ruffians, 
when about three blocks from his home, 
who drew icvolvers, at the same time 
crying to hold up his hands. Two shots 
were fired, one taking effect in the jaw, 
and the other entering the right side, 
the ball passing through the body. The 
assassins then made good their escape, 
and up to 11 o'clock to-night officers 
have been unable to discover the guilty 
parties. Goodfellow's wounds are of 
such a character that attending physic- 
ians pronounce them necessarily fatal. 
During the earlier part of the ivening 
Goodfellow was engaged in playing 
croquet at one of the neighbors', and 
some time before 9 o'clock started for 
his home. The tragedy is wrapped in 
the greatest mystery, and the general 
impression seems to be that robbery 
was the object, although his money and 
watch were found upon Goodfellow's 
person when be was taken home. For 
some time past, and until recently, 
Goodfellow was a Deputy Sheriff of the 
county, and is known to be an upright 
citizen and a man without any enemies 
who would attempt to waylay him.

One of Ihe most daring and successful 


burglaries ever committed in this city was 
perpetrated last night between 13 and 2 
o'clock. Th« residence of Mr. Cy. M. 
Imboden, of J. Imboden & Son, butchers, 
on the southeast corner of South Main 
and Jefferson streets, was entered and 
robbed of about $400 in Jewelry—Mrs. 
Imboden being left with only a modest 
breastpin with which to complete her toi- 
let to-day. It was a slick job, and was 
evidently done by a person well acquaint- 
ed with the premises and the habits of 
the Inmates. It wu a clear moonlight 
night, and any one passing the windows 
inside the fence could have seen the 
smallest article of furniture in the rooms. 
The entrance was effected through the 
kitchen window. 
The shutters were 


closed, but the burglar cut the lower slat, 
put his hand through aritl lifted the cast- 
ing swung back the shutters, opened 
the screen, which fastens in the centre, 
pushed up the window hung «n cords, 
and then crawled in. The next more was 
to open wide the south door of the kitch- 
en, that escape might be easy if any of 
the sleeping inmates should happen to be 
disturbed. Then the burglar, whoever 
he was, entered the sitting room to the 
right of which was the bedroom of the 
family, then occupied by Mr. and Mrs.
